I defire now, Gentlemen, to turn 
a little my Addrefs to the pood 
People of Scotland: ~ And with 
my ufual Plainnefs, I hope you will 
bear with it, to talk with you a little 
about Liberty, Toleration, Perfecution, 
publick Safety, Independency of 
Churches, Advantages or Difadvan- 
tases of the Union, and the like; I 
hope you will bear with my Freedom, 
Pil do no Man any wilful Wrong ; 
but unlefs you can bear a fice, plain, 
honeft 
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honeft Way of laying things open, 
you will never come at a right Infor- 
mation of things. 

I cannot but obferve, and could 
give Examples, if it were needful. to 
name Names That no People 
are forwarder to cry out of the Lofs 
to Scotland by the Union, than thofe 
that have got moft Money by the 
Union None more forward to 
cry out of the Decay of Trade by the 
Union, than fome of thofe that have 
encrea(t their own Bufinefs by the 
Unior But pray, Gentlemen, 
do not oblige me tanto alfo, that 
they are forwardeft to complain of the. 
Danger of Religion, whofe Share in 
itis beft {ecured by the Union———— 
And that this may not bea Com- 
plaint, give me Leave to note to you, 
what Share the Church of Scorland 
bearsin the prefent Profecution of this 
High-Flying Party in England by the 
Parliament.
